A CARPET MAKERS’ STRIKE THREATENED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 19.—The great 
textile mauufacturing center of this city, 
Kensington, is undergoinga serious shock, 
which is caused by a strike of the weavers 


employed in the carpet milis. The trouble 
was originated by the men N in the 
Amber Carpet Mills, C. H. Markland & Sons, 
proprietors, and the trouble has grown un- 
til it now threatens to involve all the carpet 
maufacturing establishments. The revolt 
may even extend to the other large textile 
works, where an almost endless variety ot 
cotton and woolen goodsis produced, a 
strugale was begun by the carpet weavers 
against the reduction of wages, 

When itis understood that there are sev- 
eral hundred textile manufacturing estab- 
lishments in the locality where the rupture 
has occurred, and the number of operatives 
—men, women and children—employed in 
them amounts to nearly 30,000, it can readily 
be seen whata mighty labor uprising has 
been started. The aggregation of carpet 
mills in Kensington is greater than all the 
rest of the carpet mills in the United States 
and Great Britain combined, and the number 
of rolls of all grades of carpet manufactured 
annually is enormous.

THE POPULIST SIDE. 


Gov. Lewelling of Kansas Scores the 
Republicans, 


HE YIELDED TO FORCE, BUT CLAIMS 
A VICTORY. 


The State Militia Was Honeycombed 
With Treason and the Sheriff of Shaw- 
nee County Took Advantage of ths 
Situation—The Traditional Missouri 
Rough on the Republican Side. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 20.—At noon to-day 
Gov. Lewelling gave the following official 
statement in writing to an Associated Press 
representative: 

Now that comparative quietness reigns 

Republicans are cla morous in their doasting 
and affect to believe that they have gained 
their point. It will de well to make inqulry 
and note the facts. Such inquiry will establish 
that the Populists have never lost sight 
of the one great essential in this contest and 
come out ofthe embroglio secure in its pos- 
session. That essentialis the preservation 
of the Populist House. 
**To suppress this, to destroy it, to wipe it 
out of existencef was the dastardly and far 
reaching purpose ofthe Republicans when 
they precipitated the late insurrection. 
Could they have accomplish the sup- 
pression of that House they, 
would have thwarted all possibility 
of any reform legislation. They 
know that laws passed by the assistance of 
that House are valid. They Know that the 
Supreme Court that would declare otherwise 
would havetorefuse all respect for prece- 
dent, humiliate itself to the basest partisan 
demands and face a wave of public indigna- 
tion unparalleled since the days when the 
notorious judge, Trescilian, was followed by 
an outraged people to the scaffold, where 
they beat him with staves to make him 
ascend and then exulted at his just but 
shocking execution. 

Corporate greed is determined to prevent 
the enactment of the reform measures by the 
Populists.

They did not merely intend 
to prevent it from meeting in Representative 
Hall, but they intended to prevent it from 
meeting anywhere—to deprive it of exist- 
ence, so that no official acts could flow 
from it.

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NEEDED DRAMSHOP LEGISLATION. 


Unless the State Legislature shuts its 
eyes to the needs of St. Louis and the de- 
mands of an overwhelming majority of 
her reputable citizens; unless it refuses 
to guard the revenue interests of the 
State and city it will adopt a dramshop 
law embodying a radical reform in the 
mode of granting dramshop licenses. 

The law need not go further than the di- 
voreing of the judicial function of grant- 
ing licenses from the administrative func- 
tion of collecting the revenue and the 
amendment ot some parts of the pres- 
ent law relating to the conditions 
regulating the granting of licenses, 
to meet the legislative requirements 
of the situation. The abuses which 
have arisen under the present system, in 
which these functions are concentrated in 
one offleial, are intolerable. They have re- 
sulted in wholesale violations of law, in 
heavy losses of revenue and the overriding 
of the rights of the people. 

In the matter of regulating the granting 
of saloon licenses experience has shown 
that the rights of residents in blocks upon 
which applicants desire to locate saloons, 
and considerations of public welfare, need 
more careful guarding than at present. The 
checker-board petitions and other devices 
for defeating the spirit of the laws to pro- 
tect public and private interests should be 
rendered impossible. : 

The establishment ofa Board of Excise 
Commissioners appears to be the best 
method of correcting the abuses growing 
out of the present system of granting sa- 
loon licenses. A bill providing for this 
and the needed amendments suggested, 
and for the fixing of the State tax at any 
sum the Legislature may think proper, 
would be most acceptable legislation. 

The members of the Legislature may ob- 
tain a mass of evidence as to the need of a 
law of this kindin this city and citizens 
of St. Louis should enlighten them with 
respect to popular sentiment on the sub- 
ject.

THE HOUSE AND THE SPRECKELS JOB. 


The President, with the assent of two- 
thirds of the Senate, can acquire territory 
by treaty without the consent of the 
House, and the ratification of this treaty 
makes it a part of the supreme law in so 
far as it is not at variance with the Consti- 
tution. 

The rule as to conflicts between pro- 
visions of treaties and provisions of stat- 
utes is that a subsequent treaty repeals all 
existing laws in conflict with it, and that 
a subsequently enacted statute repeals all

with it. |

proper authority from their own Govern- 
ment and whether that Government could 
give the right it assumes by treaty to

THE TOPEKA SITUATION. 


When the Reed Congress assembled, if 
the Democrats and Republicans had sepa- 
rated in a, disorderly manner and organ- 
ized two rival bodies, each claiming to be 
the House of Representatives, and Presi- 
dent Harrison and the Senate had recog- 
nized the Republican organization, and 
the Democratic body had, with force and 
arms, taken exclusive possession of the 
chamber of the House, there would have 
been no dilly-dallying with any such 
mobocracy and no talk of calling on the 
courts to decide which organization hada 
right to be recognized as the de facto 
House of Representatives and to enforce 
its authority within the chamber. 

The determination of such a question 
at Washington or in Topeka is not within 
the jurisdiction of the courts. In this 
country there areno courts set over our 
legislatures to inquire into and regulate 
their legislative conduct, That jurisdic- 
tion the people have reserved to them- 
selves. Only when legislative action in 
the form of a statute conflicts with the 
Constitution, can its validity be passed 
upon by the courts. Each legislative 
body is sole judge of the election 
and qualification of its members and has 
exclusive jurisdiction over its own in- 
ternal organization, government and pro- 
ceedings, and when its authority is recog- 
nized as a de facto branch of the Govern- 
ment by the other political departments 
the judiciary is not authorized to question 
or inquire into the grounds of the recog- 
nition accorded by the political authority 
of the Government. The only appeal is to 
the people through the ballot- box. 

The State of West Virginia was formed 
outof the Territory of Virginia without 
consent of the latterand in direct viola- 
tion of the Federal Constitution. But the 
recognition of West Virginia. as a new 
State by the President and Congress was 


as precluding any judicial decision of the 
constitutional questions involved. 

So long as the Governor and Senate at 
Topeka recognize the Populist House and 
refuse to recognize the Republican House 
as anything more than a disorderly mob 
attempting to block legislation and defeat 
the declared will of the people, that deter- 
mination of the question at issue, whether 
right or wrong, cannot be reversed by the 
judiciary. If Governor and Senate have 
abused their authority, orderly submission 
pending an appeal to the people seems to 
be the proper course for the Republicans 
to take. 


As THE Spreckels syndicate owns about 
all the land in Hawaii, except the craters, 
people who go to the islands expecting to 
better themselves will be disappointed. 
They can not establish themselves in busi- 
ness because all natural opportunities are 
monopolized and they will have to submit 
to the monopolist’s terms and work as 
wage earners for the planters and sugar 
manufacturers, And the more numerous 
they are the better for Spreckels, as he can 
depress wages to the starvation point and 
get free labor on better terms than slavery 
would offer. This is the inevitable out- 
come of the annexation scheme.

A Rushed Treaty. 
From the New York WORLD. 

The haste which has attended the negotia- 
tions of the Hawalian treaty is indefensible. 

The President and Mr. Foster have made an 
agreement, which the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Affairs have indorsed, with the Gov- 
ernment, which is not even known to be able 
to maintain itself. Indeed, there is evidence 
that the native Hawalians and some of the 
kuropeans do not sustain the provisional 
Government. 

No time was allowed for an investigation. 
The Administration has consented to receive 
the royal property and sovereignty from the 
hands of those who seized it and who sought 
a strong protector for their plunder with sus- 
picious haste. 

The Queen has not abdicated. On the con- 
trary, sbe expressly yieldedto the superior 
force of the Boston's gailors and marines, 
pending an appeal tothe United States. An 
ordinary regard for common honesty de- 
manded that no decision should be reached 
until the Queen’s Commissioners arrived in 
Washington. 

The treaty itself demonstrates the un- 
seemly haste of the enterprise. The laws of 
the islands are not changed. They are to con- 
tinue to be administered by the people who 
now all the offices, exeept that the President 
ig to appoint a commissioner who is to pos- 
6ess some of the functions and powers ofa 
czar.

John Edward Sherlock is a painter with a 
peculiar aspect. He is tall and spare and 
wears his hair long, the ends curling down 
his back. He is a brother of the Sherlock 
sisters, well-known vocalists, and is himself 
somewhat gifted in that line, having a good 
voice and knowing how to use it. A few days 
before Christmas Sherjock was in Talcott &

turned on the appetite. Sherlock remarked 
that he wasn’t a very big man, but he would 
put up a 610 din that he could eat an eight- 
pound turkey at one sitting. 

Mr. Talcott took up the bet, provided Sher- 
lock would eat his meal in the restaurant 
window.—The restaurant men were to fur- 
nish the bir The meal took place Monday 
afternoon, and Sherlock won so eastly thet 
no one dares to challenge him to another 
contest. He ate no supper Sunday night and 
no breakfast Monday morning. Hefore noon 
he took a ten-mile walk to get up an appe- 
tite, and promptly at 1 o’clock he sat down 
to a table on which was a picely roasted tur- 
key which weighed eight pounds drawn and 
without feet and head. Sherlock begun his 
task leisurely. He carved the turkey with 
the readiness of an expert and devoured it as 
though hungry, yet not hastily. 

He frequently stopped and sang Moody and 
Sankey hymns, oceasionally varying the 
programme with an aria froma grand opera. 
But In spite of his musical diversons he fin- 
ished the turkey before 8 o’clock, and then, 
to show that the test was infantile in its con- 
ception, he called for half of a fricassed 
chicken. This, as weill as the turkey, was 
accompanied with bread and butter and 
vegetables. After finishing the chicken 
he left the window, strolled about among 
the crowd which had been attracted 
by the sight, passing his hat to ‘‘helpa hun- 
gry man buy his supper,“ as he put it. At 
6 o'clock he feit the need of more suste- 
nance, for he ate a generous plate of roast 
beef, baked beans, chicken pot-ple, bread 
and butter and potatoes, with coffee to wash 
it down.

ELECTRIC ENGHAVING. 


Invention of a Tool That Will Net Burn 
the Hands of the Operator. 


From the Boston Transcript. 

In engraving on glass by means of elec- 
tricity different kinds of handles for the tool 
have been tried, but pone have been found 
that were made of suflicientiy good non- 
conducting material to prevent the heat 
from burning the hand of the operator. 

Anew form of handle just brought out is 
kept cool by a flow of water through the 


handle. Asimple siphon device is sufficient 
to conduct away all the heat. The process 
has not yet reached further than the orna- 
mental stage, although it is probable that it 

n be put to good use for engraving upon 
skanak: some of which it affects In a peculiar 
manner. Marks made by it upon cat’s eyes 
are dark, almost as if ink were used, and 
upon carnelian places passed over by the in- 
candescent wire retain a dark maroon ap- 
pearance. 

The tool itself consists of a brass tube 
lightly packed with shreded asbestos, throu 
which pass two conductors which terminate 
in two binding posts, Projecting from the 
ape oF the brass tube is a pointed piece of 
8 against which rests a piece e 0. 18 B. 
and 8. platinum wire, whose eods are fast - 
ened to the binding posts. Through the 
large tube is a smaller brass tube extendin 
to the bottom, which permits of a flow of coo 
water which goes through the handle and 
passes off through another tube.

THE JOCKEY CLUB MEETING. : 


The Foreign Bettinr May Induce Them to 
Keep Their Gates Open During ,the 
Eprine Meeting— Mitchell Knocked Out 
—The Base Bau World—Goneral Sport- 
ing News. 


If present indications can be taken for a 
criterion, the prospects are very much in 
favor of a clash taking place between the St. 
Louis and Hast St.“ Louis jockey clubs this 
spring and summer. Last year the mana gers 
of the course across the river shut down and 
closedup their gates during the forty-eight 
days the Fair Grounds meeting was in prog- 
ress and also assisted to the extent of their 
power in making the meeting a success. 
Although itis not known for certain, the 
chances are that President Uliman and his 
associates had much todo with inducing 
John J. Carter to accept the St. 
Louis club’s offer and officiate as 
presiding judge at the Fair Grounds 
meeting. Shortly before the St. Louis club’s 
meeting was inaugurated a conference took 
place between President Wells and the East 
St. Louls magnates, when it was decided 
that it was best for both organizations to 
maintain a friendly understanding, so as to 
prevent clashes in dates. The East Side 
managers expressed their willingness to shut 
down while the Fair Grounds meeting was 
being held, and the managers of the latter 
agreed not to conflict with East Side dates. 
Shortly after this conference took place it 
was announced that Judge Carter would 
preside at the St. Louis meeting. This an- 
nouncement caused considerable surprise 
among Darter's intimate friends, who were 
aware of the fact that the Latonia Jockey 
Club had made himan offerat his own fig- 
ures to come on and preside at their meeting 
which took place while the Fair Grounds 
meeting was under way. Carter’s friends 
were of the opinion that he had accepted this 
offer, and the chances are they were correct, 
but powerful influence, presumably that of 
the East Side magnates, was brought to bear 
on him and he accepted President Wells“ 
offer. 

This year the two jockey clubs, unlike last 
season, have reached no understanding, and 
the result in all probability will be a clash. 
The East Side magnates are convinced that 
vith the help of the | ocalturfites, who desire 
to gamble on the classic Eastern and the Chi- 
cago, Louisville, Latonia,Lexington and Nash- 
Ville stake events, they can buck successfully 
against even the Fair Grounds meeting. 
They argue that the days of sentiment in rac- 
ing are past, and after ten or fifteen days 
the St. Louis meeting will hive to get along 
with nothing to draw pratronage from but 
the regulars who have made the course 
across the river their stamping grounds ever 
since it has been in existence. Of course 
days when events like the Club Members’ 
handicap will be decided are expected to 
prove an exception to the rule. Events of 
this nature, however, are not on the pro- 
gramme every day, and the question as to 
whether there are more people in this vicin- 
ity who would prefer to gamble on the East- 
ern races than goout and witness the races 
on which they gamble, will be decided. 

Admitting that the Illinois Legislature will 
passa bill limiting racing in that State to 
thirty or sixty days, which it-is asserted will 
surely be done, a clash between the two local 
racing associations will hardly be averted. 
Legislation of this sort cannot be fixed at 
this lata period, so as to close the course 
across the river’s gates within the next four 
months. Nothing short of this time will pre- 
vent the Kast side magnates from running 
while the Fair Grounds meeting is under 
way, should they so desire.

Cotumsus, O., Feb. 20.— Representative 
Heinlein of Bellaire, introduced in the Legis- 
lature a novel proposition.

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THE STATE MILITIA. 


Adijt.-Gen. Wickham Makes en Interest- 
ing Report. 

Adjt.-Gen. J. A. Wickham’s annual report 
to the Governor for the year 1892 shows a 
marked improvement in the state of eficienry 
of the National Guard service of Missouri. 
Prior to 1891 the entire expense of the Na- 
tional Guard, except the quartermaster and 
ordnance stores furnished by the United 
States, was paid py members of the organiza- 
tion, assisted by the public-spirited citizens, 


who recognized the importance and necessity 
of an efficient organized citizen soldiery. 
Although the sum appropriated by the Legis- 
ture at its last session was inadequate 
it gave renewed confidence to those who ha 

interested themselves in the service and was 
looked upon as an earnest that the Legisla- 
ture would accord it its just dues in the 
future. The Adjutant-General argues that 
the history of events of the past year has es- 
tablished the necessity for an efficient 
National Guardin each State, and that the 
imperial State of Missouri can not afford to 
leave the maintenance ofits militia to a. 
vate citizens. Provision, he says, should be 
made for: annual encampments, which t 
in round numbers $10,000, and not less than 
$15.000 per annum is necessary for renting 
and maintaining armories. An appropria- 
— ok $60,000 is necessary forthe years 1898 
an . 

The brigade, comprising the military force 
of the State, at present consists of 
four regiments of infantry, two bataries of 
artillery, two unattached companies of in- 
fantry. There arealso two other companies 
of infantry, the Cape City Guards and the 
Jackson Light Guards, located in Cape Gir. 
ardeau County, the whole force making thir- 
ty-four companies of infantry and two bat- 
teries of artillery. The present strength of 
the service is: Commissioned officers, 183; 
enlisted men, 2,182; total. 2,868. Four com- 
panies were organized during the last year 
one for the Ist Kegiment, one for the id and 
two for the 3d. 

Gen. Wickham reports that the graduates 
of the State University are enlisting freely in 
the National Guard rvice, and some 
of the best young officers in the militia 
are from the cadet corps, which is growing 
in efficiency and populari with the cura- 
tors and faculty of the University. He recom- 
mends that the law be so amended as to 
make the appointments to the institution 
run two years instead of one andto give to 
Senators and Representatives the 
appoint from districts other than their own
